GENESIS OF MINERS’ STRIKE FUND 
| BY WILLIAM B. WILSON. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 2. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

You ask me to explain, through the Sunday Post-Dispatch, the manner of 
collecting and disbursing the fund for the subsistence of men of the miners’ 
union who are now on strike. 

The United Mine Workers of America have no permanently established fund 
available for strike purposes. Whenever it becomes necessary to inaugurate 4 

strike and the men have remained idle until their own resources have been ex- 
hausted, an assessment fs levied on the members who are at work to furnish 
subsistence for those on strike. 

The power to levy an assessment belongs to the national convention of the 
organization, or, when a convention is not in session, the national executive 
board may, if it desires to assume the responsibility, place an assessment on 
the members. 

An assessment of 10 per cent, or $1 per week, was levied on the members by 
the recent special convention, and the districts, sub-districts. and local unions 
were eppealed to to make donations at once from the money in their various 
treasuries, in addition to the assessment. There will be very few returns from 
the assessment before the 5th or 6th of August. 

The present funds are being received at the national office through the 
regular per capita tax of 10 cents per month and the special assessment of 10 
cents per month, which has been in forre since last March, together with do- 
nations frcm the districts, sub-districts and local unions, as requested by the 
special convention. 

The money is received at the national office In the form of drafts, checks, 
express and postofiice money orders and cash, and is receipted for by a corps 
of clerks employed for that purpose. 

Until a few days ago there was no other source of revenue but the member- 
ship of the United Mine Workers of America. Since then a few personal contri- 
butions have been made by men in symperthy with the miners in their present 
struggle, and it Is anticipated that the aj-peal issued to other trades unions for 
assistance will begin to bring returns within a week or ten days. 

All money received is banked daily in one of the banks of Indianapolis. 

On Thursday of every week checks are sent to the district secretary-treasur- 
ers in the various districts where strikes exist. There is a local union for,every 
mine ‘and the local union appoints a relief committee. The committee establishes 
a commissary at.some point convenient to the homes of the miners. No attempt 
is made to furnish a given amount of money weekly to anyone. 

Provisions are purchased at wholesale and delivered to the various points in 
proportion to the number of people in need at each of the collieries. Receipts 
are taken for every financial] disbursement. 

The accounts of this office are carefully audited every three months by audi- 
tors elected by the mine workers. 

It would be obviously unwise for me to state just how much money the associ- 
ation is receiving for the benefit of the strikers, or where it is going. It would 
be showing our hand to the mine operators. 

There will be plenty of money to carry on the strike to a successful issue.

Indianapolis is the general 
headquarters of the association because it 
is the geographical center of the coal min- 
ing industry of the United States. Mitchell's 
office is there, and there he can be found 
in times of peace, directing the fortunes of 
the association.

He handles it as he handled coal when 
he took it, after his father, lying on his

MONEY IS “DEAD STUFF.” 
I asked Wilson, for it was a matter of 
curiosity to any man, what he thought of 


handling $24,000,000 a year—he, a man who 
had earned the average slim wage. This 


is what he thinks: 

“Well, I never thought much about the 
money as money,” he said, slowly, making 
a crease between his brows, a fashion he 
has, by the way. 

“This stuff comes to me 
to the orders of ‘the convention. They've 
got to send it. I’ve got to take it. Irs 
dead stuff to me, except that I've got to 
acount for it, down to the cent. 

“Except for that I’ve got no more to do 
with it than you. I indorse the checks, be- 
cause they are made to my order and the 
accounts are mine as secretary-treasurer. 
The currency I never touch, and seldom 
see. 

“This money business has no fascination 
for me. .I am glad to get my pro rata of 
what is going around for what I work for 
and earn. All other money is simply com- 
modity. 

“Coal is a commodity, it keeps you warm: 
corn is a commodity, it keeps you fed; and

“Money is a commodity, it buys all the 
others, coal, corn, beef and cotton and wool.

This unusual view of money caused me 
to smile.

WILSON IS COLORLESS. 

Personally Wilson is colorless—that is, he 
exhibits absolutely no emotion in his dis- 
cussion of the affairs of the United Miners’ 
Association, Why? Because it is entirely 
a matter of business with him. 

I doubt if Wilson has any emotions save 
those of common kindliness, which he ex- 


hibits to every one who comes within his 
Ken. He is particularly kindly to the young 
ladies who assist him in his work. 

Wilson is a Scot, therefore canny. That 
is the impression you get of him the min- 
ute you face him at his desk. Even his 
first handclasp of greeting is slow, cold and 
cautious. But he is the pink of courtesy, 
just the same. 

He sits at his desk in his shirt sleeves. 
Before him are piles and stacks of letters 
that have brought him cash or words of 
hope and encouragement. 

His round, pink, jmpassive face tells you 
nothing while you ply him with questions.

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SUCCESS OF JUVENILE COURT SYSTEM. 

In connection with the work of the probationary officer, 
the Post-Dispatch has urged the creation of a special Juven- 
ile Court, to take charge of the cases of youthful offenders 
against the law, so that mere children might be saved the 
disgrace and hardening influence of the police courts. 

The Sunday Denver Republican of July 27 contains an a1- 
ticle by Hon. Ben R. Lindsay, Judge of the County Court 
at Denver, showing that the juvenile court and probationary 
system has worked wonders in that city toward rescuing the 
young from crime and its consequences. 

Judge Lindsay says that the system was started there with- 
out the sanction of any special law. It is the outcome of a 
desire on the part of the: public officials, the Humane So- 
ciety people and the women’s clubs to save the children 
from ruin. Public interest has insured co-operation in ite 
work on the part of public bodies and citizens generally. 

Of the number of children placed on probation from Jan. 
1, 1901, to Jan. 1, 1902, only 10 boys, or less than five per 
cent, and no girls have been returned to court for further 
offenses and committed to the State industrial school. 

It has been found that the working of this system tends 
to break up the “gang” among boys. Many gang leaders 
have been brought into court by the police on various 
charges, and iif Yfiany instances “have’ actually developed 
into most promising youths, with ambitions and energies 
directed toward their own improvement, apparently to stand 
well in the eyes of the court, showing enterprise of a whole- 
some nature which only in its vigor can be compared to 
their former career in an opposite direction.” 

And it has paid in dollars and cents. It has actually saved 
the taxpayers‘of the county and state in 18 months the sum of 
$88,837.68. 

Why should not St. Louis at once take steps to create a 
juvenile court as part of its legal system? Why should not 
the youth of St. Louis be as well cared for as those of Den- 
ver? Who will start the movement? 
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Instead of agreeing not to increase their navies, the powers of 
the world are increasing them, thus stimulating the war spi-it 
and increasing the temptation to try their strength in more 
bloodshed. 
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THE YOUNG GIRL AND THE OLb. 

It is reported to be the intention of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railway to employ no more women stenographers. It 
is said that the management has found that women don’t fit 
in with the scheme of promotion. They cannot compete with 
the men for the higher managerial positions. The woman 
stenographer is a fixture, and as such tends to block the 
otherwise smooth-+running machinery. 

Now, this is too bad. Can it possibly be a result of the 
universal practice of employing girl stenographers largely on 
account of their youth and good looks? Has the manage- 
ment found that middle-aged or even old women stenogra- 
phers are not ambitious and competent for promotion—able 
to compete with the men for the higher positions? Or are 
there no middle-aged or old women stenographers? Do they | 
all get snapped up by the marrying young men and retired 
from railway service? 

As an indication of what the railway might find if it looked 
out for the old girl instead of the young to dictate to and 
Operate its typewriting machines, the day's news tells of Mrs. 
Emma Hilda Adams of Berkeley, Cal., who has just mas- 
tered Spanish at 76 years of age. She is already proficient in 
four other tongues. It is to be supposed that this woman 
has stopped thinking about beaux and does not use most of 
As a stenographer 
she would speedily master every detail of any business that 
came under her purview, and the young men around would 
ghake in their shoes at the facility with which she would be- 
come fitted for promotion. 

If woman is to save the situation she must send forth a 
brigade of the old girls to take the place of the young, 
feather-headed forces that have been found wanting. These 
can all get married. That is their evitent destiny. 
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It ie remarkable that Rose Platt, who made Roorevelt vice- 
president !n order to be rid of him, is now a leader in the move- 
ment to make him Pres'dent by election.

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POWER, WISDOM AND BENEFICENCE.

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DECLINE OF RELIGIOUS PRESS. 

A decline in the religious press. of the country has been 
going on several years, and recent events excite grave ap- 
prehension that its independent life cannot be maintained. 

Long ago the Outlook and Independent, both vigorous, 
intelligent and helpful religious publications, abandoned their 
special field and became secular journals of force and in- 
fluerce in politics, literature, science and questions of general 
social interest. 

Others, not so fortunate or lacking the qualities which 
saved the Outlook and Jndependent, have disappeared alto- 
gether and the survivors confess that the tide is against them. 

The New York Observer and the Congregationalist of 
Boston are being renovated, and others are consolidating, 
with the hope that life may be prolonged by a union of minds 
and capital. 

The decay is not difficult to explain, and is perhaps not al- 
together deplorable. The daily newspaper covers all social 
interests promptly and efficiently and gives increasing space 
to religious news and comment. All shades of thought are 
reflected, all opinions carefully, honestly and _ intelligently 
stated. Above all, the progress of church work is faithfully 
noted. 


While specialization is carried to lengths undreamed of a 
generation ago the connection and ‘relation among special 
interests is more intimate and vital than ever before. No 
material, intellectual or moral interest can claim isolation, 
though each is more clearly defined. All are bound to- 
gether in a common life, the unity of which is the special 
blessing of the time. 

The tendency is to moralize all activities, reduce them to 
order, system and organization, and to bind them-all-_ to- 
gether in one spirit of fraternity. 

The absorption of the religious press by the daily news- 
paper is a “case” of this tendency. No doubt something is 
lost which earnest hearts may miss, but more is gained in 
strength and order, which all will welcome as a guarantee of 
progfess toward a higher social state. The faults of the sec- 
ular life are corrected by an infusion of higher interests, 
while these cannot suffer by being bound inextricably to the 
humdrum of business. The one is lifted up, while the other 
gathers new power from the more perfect achievement of its 
one true aim. 
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When the great North American Saengerbund meets in St. 
Louis in 1908 it may give us something richly meloiious on the 
World’s Fair of the following year. 
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“BECOMING AMERICANIZED.” 

Emperor William once informed a St. Louisan of German 
birth who introduced himself as a German-American that he 
knew of no such being as a German--American. Men to him 
were either Germans or Americans. No man could be at 
the same time an American citizen and a loyal! subject of the 
emperor under whose flag he was born. In other words, the 
bald eagle of America and the black eagle of Germany are 
not twins. bows 
What must be the feelings of the Emperor, then, when he 
learns by cable that “Germans of the commercial class are 
becoming more and more Americanized?” If he so heartily 
dislikes the linking of the names German and American, 
how must it grind his royal soul to have it said that the 
American spirit is enveloping the solidest class of men in 
his whole domain? Not that the American spirit is not a 
good and desirable thing to have in the family, but that its 
overmweening influence ‘betokens something lacking in 
German methods—a thought by no means flattering to the 
great war lord. vi 
Upon the whole, how can William be blamed? Much as 
we admire the German character, how would we like to 
have it reported throughout Europe that “American com- 
mercial men are becoming more and more Germanized>” 
Would fhat not reflect upon our individuality as a nation just 
a little too much to be pleasing?

A writer in a current number of the Critic boldly avows disbelief in education 
and scoffs at scholarship. ‘ 

“Nine years—think of it—the best, the most important years of a boy’s life,” 
Says this remarkable thinker, “given to devoted study—not of men, not of life. not 
of reality, but of the books of other people, mere fatuous, unreasoned, cig headed 
absorption of ideas at second hand.” 

Again: | 

“The United States does not want and does not need scholars; but men—men 
made in the mold of the Leonard Woods and Theodore Roosevelt, men suchas 
Col. Waring, men such as Booker,Washington, The most brilliant scholarship at- 
tainable by human effort is not, today, worth nine yéars of any young man’s life.” 

This singular critic’s views are in substantial agreement with those of Mr 
Hamlin Garland, who thinks that people read Shakspeare only to quote and imitate 
him, and with Mr. Schwab’s notions of getting on. 
It would be interesting for a moment or two—not more than that—to know 
just what ideas of education these authoritative persons have. 

The word education is from the Latin “educere”—e and ducere, “to lead out”— 
to cause to appear. 

Webster defines the verb to mean “to bring up or guide the powers: to develop 
and cultivate, whether physically, mentally or morally, but more commonly limited 
to the mental activities or senses; to expand, strengthen and discipline, to train, 
to instruct.” Moreover, “education is properly a drawing forth, implies, not so 
much the communication of knowledge as the discipline of the intellect, the estab- 
lishment of the principles and the regulation of the heart.” 

“- This is trite to all but the distinguished apostles of the commonplace quoted 
ove. | 

The writer quoted speaks of the “mere fatuous, unreasoned, pig-headed absorp. 
tion of ideas at second hand,” and he seems to think this is what happens to the 
boy who spends nine years of his precious life in school. 

But this is a confusion. He does not distinguish between a fact and an idea. 

A fact is an event; and an act, a circumstance. : 

- An idea is a mental image of an object of the sensible or spiritual 
concept of the mind. 
: Jesus of Nazareth was born B. C. 4, according to our mode of reckoning. That 
is a fact. : 

The golden rule which Jesus announced is an idea, as are the Beatitudes. 

Thomas Jefferson wrote the Declaration of Independence which was signed 
July 4, 1776. That is a fact. ' 

Human freedom, declared in that document, is an idea. . 

Gen. Wood found confusion in Cuba and left order. That is a fact. 

But he took with him under his hat the idea of the order which he adapted to 
Cuba. The idea of an orderly system of administration was first in his mind as an 
Nea before it appeared in the world of visibility as a fact. 

What he did was to adapt, mold and fashion these ideas in realizing them in the 


fact which he established. 
Now a boy can absorb facts in a pig-headed, unreasoning fashion, but ideas, 


never. 

Facts may be packed in the mind, higgledy-piggledy, by mere stuffing, and 
much good they do the victims. . 

Ideas are already in the mind. Every man and woman ever born into this 
world came with a full stock of ideas. But they must be brought out. That is, the 
child must be educated. 

In school, during those nine important years the child’s ideas are elicited by 
suggestion and by carefully guiding the normal mental growth and checking any 
tendency to the abnormal. . 

At the same time the child is taught what facts in the visible world correspond 
to the ideas thus educed. Or, rather, he instantly recognizes the correspondence 
when his attention is called to it. 

Besides, he learns to apply his ideas and employ his faculties, in an orderly. 
systematic fashion. If he is properly trained at school his mental fingers are not 
all thumbs, as so many fingers of boys who have never known anything but the 
facts of life are apt to be. On the contrary, his ideas are well marshaled and ready 
to seize any fact that is encountered and work it up into dollars, or any other 
practical good. | 

The writer quoted above speaks contemptuously of “other people” and their 
ideas, absorbed at second hand. | 

No man ever absorbed another man’s idea. 

No man ever had an idea not possessed by all other men. 

The difference between men lies in the fact thatjin one the ideas are to the 
fore—they have been awakened and brought out—in short, he has been educated— 
while in the other they are dormant. 

When a man is born with ideas already awake he is called a genius. 

When a man is born with all his ideas not only asleep, but beyond the reach 
of sound and light, he is called a fool. 

Neither of these enter into the calculations of edycators. 

Thus the problem of education is to awaken, strengthen and discipline the 
ideas we all have in equal measure. 

The notion that boys and girls can get along best without this drawing out of 
any one man’s or woman‘s mind all the ideas lying therein. There is an infinite 
store which can never be exhausted. 

The notion that boys and girls can yet along best without this drawing out of 
ideas by careful schooling and discipline is one of the fooleries of a people 
too much devoted to facts and too thoughtless of ideas. Such people do not 
understand their own argument. 

Mr. Schwab, for instance, is a man pre-eminently of ideas, well brought out. 
Somewhere and somehow he was well educated. But he was not educated by what 
are lovingly called “hard knocks.” Hard thinking brought out his ideas. 

Gen. Wood is another example. 

He was well educated, trained, disciplined. His ideas were “on tap,” not 
stowed away where he couldn’t get at them, or so mixed and muddled that he 
could not easily keep them separate, as so often happens to these wonderful, prac- 
tical men who boast of their lack of education. 

We can’t have too much education. We need well-trained faculties and ready 
ideas to face the world of fact with confidence and hope, and still more do we need 
them if we are to deal cfeditably with the finer issues of life. There is too much 
of this foolish talk about “putting the boy to work.”

TOOK OATH THAT HE WOULD RE 
VEAL NOTHING. 


‘ 
Munchausen Story Told by A. G. 
Hinckley, a Los Angeles Lawyer 
‘Who Had Been Missing Since 
the Fifteenth of May. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 2.—A. G. 
Hinckley, the missing Los Angeles attorney 
who disappeared and dropped out of sight 
while on a trip to San Francisco two months 
ago and by his actions indicated that his 
mind was unbalanced, returned to his home 
a8 mysteriously as he disappeared and 


tells a story, more by intimations than by 
words, that sounds like a dime-novel ro- 
mance. ’ 

Hinckley left Los Angeles on the 16th of 
May to visit some mysterious mine, the 
location of which he claimed was not known 
to him, but that he would meet interested 

ruiies in San Francisco who would take 

im to it. 

A letter dated at San Francisco May 17th 
was the last that his family heard from him 
direct, and on the 22d Postmaster Groif re- 
Celved a letter purporting to come from 
Hinckley’s companion, giving what was al- 
leged to be the manner in which Hinckley 
met death through the caving in of the 
mine that he was to investigate. 

The police at San Francisco traced him 
to a house at Twelfth and Howard streets 
and his peculiar actions there and 
at the house of Prof. Leinau, on Valencia 
street, in San Francisco, seemed to prove 
beyond a doubt that Hinckley had become 
insane; Since then, despite the efforts of 
his wife, friends and prominent officers of 
Knights of Pythias, no further trace could 
be found of him. 

Last week Mrs. Hinckley went to San 
Francisco to personally pursue investiga- 
tions and ad to find some t 2 of her 
husband, visiting in company with a de- 
tective the various places where he had 
been, but without eliciting any further in- 
formation, and she became convine:d that 
he had lost his mind after leaving Los An- 
geies. and was either dead or confined in 
some institution in the country under an 
unknown name. 


Returns Home

my personal experience or observation dur- 
ing the whole or any part of the period dat- 
ing from my departure from my home, May 
15, 1902, to the hour of my arrival there, 
whenever that may be, nor’to give out any 
hint or intimation, or exprese any opinion 
or conclusion, or speak of any impression 
concerning the same, nor to mention or re- 
fer to the same in any manner whatever, 
except silently and without comment, to 
submit for inspection a copy of this oath 
and obligation. 

“That in justice to myself, my kindred, 
friends and others who may be connected 
with me in business or otherwise. it may be 
here stated that my absence and silence 
since May 21, 1902, were unavoidable through 
any wer of mine; and that I have no 
knowledge of any report or reports which 
in any way seek or claim to account for 
such absence or silence on my part. I am

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Suit for alienating

The man from whom Lieut. Cheesman 
wants $25,000 damages are: Jiro Sakabe, an 
importer of Japanese goods of 532 Broad- 
way; Kaitaro Morimoto, connected with 
the Yokohoma Specie Bank at 68 Wall 
street, and Shunkichi Yajina, an importer 
of Japanese silks at 6 Greene street. 

They are men of wealth and refinement, 
and seem more amused than annoyed at 
Cheesman’s charges. 

Lieut. Cheesman is not living at home. 
He says he was thrown out of the place 
by the Japanese, who jiujitsued him and 
that his baggage was thrown through the 
front door when he made objection to their 
presence, His wife, Constance, and her 6- 
year-old son, remains in the house with 
the three Japanese business men as 
boarders. 

According to Lieut. Cheesman’s sworn 
complaint, his wife developed a fondness 
for things Oriental and eg 4 Japanese 
products. A month or so ago he had oc- 
casion to go out of town on a trip, and 
he says that when he returned last Monday 
he found the three Japanese installed in 
his house. When he expostulated, he de- 
clares, they made a concerted attack upon 
him. One grabbed him by the neck and 
the other two seized him by the heels and 
threw him into an upper-story room, where 
he was locked up all night.

Step by step the woman will narrow her husband’s horizon, 
for the unfortunate man desires peace above all else and he will do anything to secure 
it. He tries hard to do what he tl.inks will please his wife. He never stops @ minute 
to chat with his friends, but comes home day after day ds regular as clockwork, He 
rarély speaks except to answer questions. After dinner he retires to some corner where 
he hopes to pass a quiet hour. He would love to smoke, but his wife does not like 
the smell of tobacco in the house. So he gets what, consolation he can from his newa- 
paper. Yet this husband, whose entire life has been crushed, will only say of his wife:

The St. Louis association already has en- 
listed the asistance of the retailers “thrown, 
state, and now has on fite, reauy 
for presentation to the Legislature, petitions 
from merchants.and wage-earners all over 
the state, to the‘number of 200.000. Influence 
‘g also ene brought to bear on candidates 
for the Legislature to pledge them to vote 
for the bill which the ocersa desire to 
have passed. Much of this influence comes 
from the laboring classes, two or three of 
the local labor unions having already of- 
- ogy petitioned the Legislature to pass 
the law. 

The association, which is now 12 years old, 
was formed in 1891. Its ea offic 1s 
are IL.

TRIPLE ALLIANCE WILL HELP 
BOOM THE CITY. 


Not Known That the Standard Oil Co. 
Is Interested in the Plant, Which

Backing.

BEAUMONT, Tex., Aug. 2.—The story 
sent from here some weeks ago to the ef- 
fect that John D. Rockefeller of Standard

town, seems to be fully. confirmed. Mr. 
Rockefeller himself has not. made formal

According to the information at hand 
Mr. Rockefeller is interested not only in 
the emelter, but in other local enterprises 
as well. It is understood that he also holds 
stock in the $3,000,000 Burt refinery, now 
nearing completion, and that he has ac- 

ulred an influential amount of stock in 
the Kansas City Southern railroad, which 
connects the Joplin zinc fields with Heau- 
mont. 

These interests, in the aggregate, repre- 
sent sevefal millions of dollars. The pro- 
posed smeiter—the site for which has already 
been purchased—will represent an outlay of 
from: $1,000,000 to $3,000,000; the Burt refinery 
represents, in its present ‘shape, an expend- 
-$ture of about $1,500,000, and at least that 
much more will be spent on the plant bes 
fore it is completed; and the Kansas City 
Southern holdings are supposed to be from 
$2,000,000 to $5,000,000.

GRIT PREVENTED A BiG FIRE 


How Jack Chesser Climbed a Derrick 
and Quenched a Flame Started 


by Lightning. 


Special to the Pést-Dispatch. 

BEAUMONT, Tex., Aug. 2.—The happy 
conjunction of a man with grit, a bucket 
of water and a wet pocket handkerchief 
has just averted what undoubtedly would 
have been the greatest oil field fire in the 
world's history. 

It saved the derrick of the Palestine- 
Beauniont Oil Co.—a derrick that is one of 
a hundred in the most thickly drilled part 
of the Hogg-Swayne tract—from becoming 
a spark-throwing pillar of fire, in which 
event the ignition of other derricks would 
have been impossible of prevention. 

The recent experience at Jennings, when 
the Jennings well No. 2 caught from its 
burning derrick, proves how hopeless wou!d 
have been the task of saving the wells once 
the derricks burned. 

As in the case of the Jennings fire, light- 
ning started the trouble. In the course of 
a violent storm shortly after midnight'a 
bolt hit near the top of the derrick which 
surmounts the famous ‘‘wild gusher’” of the 
Palestine-Beaumont company, in the midst 
of Block 38, Hogg-Swayne tract. The tim- 
bers of the derrick were partly splintered, 
and the lightning ran down the frame for 
a short distance, darting off toward a %- 
barrel settling tank near the foot of the 
derrick. 

There was a quick puff of flame and a 
rattling report as the - guys caught at 
the gas on top of the oil in the tank; and 
meantine a small blaze had started high a 
in we 3 derrick where the lightning bolt ha 
struck. 

The oil well at the time was flowing into 
a tank some distance away, the oll going 
through the pipe in a pulsating stream and 
leaking elightly at the mouth of the well. 

The firet care of the men tn charge at 
the time was to shut off the well, and thus 
put a& stop to the waste. 

Then attention was turned to the settling 
tank. The blage had died down very low 
and yne of the men went to the tank and 
investigated. The fire had consumed the 
gas. and then had gone out. It refused 
to ignite the crude ofl. 

Meantime the blaze up ar the top of 
the Jerrick had grown In siza, deapite the 
terrific downpour of rain, and was threat- 
ening to assume dangerous proportions. It 
was vlainiy necessary to get to the fire 
and extinguish it at once. 

Jack Chesser, one of the men at work 
en the night shift, was a aloft with a 
bucket of water. The was crackling 
merrily as he climbed aie Sneed like strua- 
ture, and he saw that he must not cniy 
act quickly, but he must put out the fire 
with that one bucket of wate: there would 
hardiv have been time to wait for the arri- 
val of a second bucket full.

CHICAGO, Aug. 2.—President Diaz and 
Mexican capitalists believe in Arthur E. 
Stillwell and his Kansas City, Mexico & 
Orient Krallroad project. A statement to 
this effect was made here yesterday by 
Don Henrique Creel, president of the 
tanco Minero of Chihuahua and probably 
the next governor of the state of Chi- 
huahua. 

Speaking with reference to the Stilwell 
venture, in which many railroad men in 


the United States apparently have little 
faith, he said: 

“We believe Stilwell is going to complete 
ne road, and the poe of Mexico are with 

him. Mr. Stilwell has expended a great 
deal of money, and thus far he has kept 
his financial obligations to the letter. His 
dealings have thus far been honorable, and 
he has paid for everything x has gotten. 
The Kansas City, axice Orient road 
will be of inestimable beanfit to Mexico, 
and will undoubtedly do a great deal to 
develop our mineral and agricultural re- 
sources,”’ 

“The road is to run through the State of 
Sinaloa, which now produces more than 

,000,000 worth of agricultural products 
veariv, and these await transportation fa- 
Cilities. This state has the water and the 
climate to raise any fruit and any cereal 
which will grow in any climate in the 
world and can therefore become one of 
the richest agricultural districts in all the 
a when transportation facilities are of- 
ered. 

‘‘To the mineral interests of the country 
the road will be of still greater benefit.

Mr. Creel further declared the Kansas 
City, Mexico and Orient road had secured 
the right to use the Chihuahua & Pacific, 
which extends from Chihuahua to Mino- 
ca, a distance of 124 miles, and which is 
said to be the best constructed road in 
the republic, having stone culverts, steel 
bridges, rock ballast and 60-pound rails 
throughout. The contract between the two 
companies is said to contain a clause g'v- 
ing the Orient road the right to purchase 
the property within a period Of 10 years.

ISLANDS AT ONCE 


Taft Mission Met Surprising 
Success. 


VATICAN MADE ANNOUNCEMENT 


UNPOPULARITY oF ORDERS 
SHOWN BY LETTERS. 


Leading Philippine Provincial Officials 
Said Friars’ Lives Would Not 
Be Safe If They Returned 
to Parishes.

WASHINGTON, Aug, 2.—The report from 
Rome that the friars will be withdrawn 
from the Philippines before Governor-Gen- 
eral Taft and the apostolic delegate can 
arrive at Manila is believed by officials 
here. It agrees with the view they have 
taken as to what Governor Taft accom- 
pNshed by his visit to the Vatican. 

They have insisted right along that the 
governor had gained his point. They are 
amazed, however, that the statement 
should be telegraphed from Rome, as it 
was the impression that the announcement 
would be made at Manila after Governor 
Taft and the apostolic delegate had an op- 
portunity to make at least a pretense of 
continuing the negotiations. 

The officials give the credit.for the suc- 
cessful termination of the negotiations to 
the wisdom of Secretary Root tn Instruct- 
ing Governor Taft to collect,data showing 
the feeling that exists against the friars 
on the part of the people whose spiritual 
leaders they were supposed to be. 

A circular letter was sent to the provin- 


cial officials, nearly all natives, asking 
them if there were 7 objections; on the 
purt of the people in eir vatriets to the 
return of the friars to the parishes they 
held prior to the war. The answer in the 
vast majority of cases was that the people 
would Kitt them if they returned. s bit- 
ter feeling grew out of the relations of the 
friars to them as landlords. the score 
of-religious teaching the people had no ob- 
jections. 

If the friars are withdrawn in the time 
indicated by the dispatch from Rome, the 
only negotiations that will have to be done 
will be concerning the titles and the value 
of the friar lands. ‘There are precedents to 
be found in Cuba for fixing the value by 
appraisement.

Referee Hedges Hands Down Decision 
in Event of Any Subsequent Claim 
Made by Heir of Flagler 
Family. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—Henry M. Flagler, 
the Standard Oil magnate, has no right to 
a cent of the $2,500,000 estae possessed by 
his former wife, Mrs. Ida M. Flagler, who 
is now insane and in charge of Dr. Carlos 
F. McDonald, the well-known alienist. 

Job Hedges was appointed referee to de- 
termine the value of Mrs. Flagler’s estate 
and to pass upon the proposition of divid- 
ing some portion of the income, some $117,- 
000 a year, far too much for Mrs. Flagler'’s 
needs, among her relatives, most of whom 
are not in affluent circumstances. 

Mr. Hedges was requested to 
whether. or not Mr. Flagler, who, immedi- 
ately after obtaining a divorce in Florida 
on the ground of his wife's insanity, re- 
married, refained any husband's rights in 
his wife’s estate should she die before him, 
Mr. Flagler made no claim to such an in- 
terest, but the question had not been ju- 
dictally determined, and it was, therefore, 
deemed wise to have it passed upon now 
in the event of any claim being subse- 
quently made by an heir of the Flagler 
family. On this point Referee Hedges says: 

“The said Henry M. Flagler had no 
vested or contingent . rights interest, 
present or prospective, in the:property of 
the said Ida M. Flagler.’’ 

Mr. Hedges also determines who are the 
legal relatives of Mrs. Flagler and entitled 
to participate in her estate, which-at pres- 
ent is worth $2,273,137.42 and continually in- 
creasing. Mr. Hedges reports that if Mrs. 
Mlagler dies first Charles F. Shrouds, a 
brother, is entitled to one-quarter of the

or 


estate; Etephen E. Shrouds, another broth- 
er,, a quarter; Mrs. Mattie A. Johnson, a 
quarter. 

The remaining one-fourth is to. be divided 
between the three Taylor foundlings, about 
whom so much has been written. 

The Taylors are the children of Mrs. 
Mary Emma Taylor, a sister of Mrs. Flag- 
ler, who died in 1864. The Taylors’ share 
of the estate on its present valuation will 
be $189,000 each. 

Mr. Hedges will also recommend that 
they be given an allowance from the estate 
of $4000 a year each, Similar sums being 
given to each of Mrs. Flagler’s brothers 
and sister.

HAS A HIGHER AMBITION 


PREFERS HONOR OF BEING PRI- 
VATE CITIZEN. 


In Speech He Says Republicans Amend 
God’s Ordinances Not to Steal, 
Kill or Cavet, Except in 
Large Way. 


MOUNTAIN LAKE PARK, Md., Aug. 2.— 
In the presence of an audience of 4000 per- 
sons assembled in the amphitheater of the 
Mountain Lake Park Chautattqua Associa- 
tion, William J. Bryan this afternoon dis- 
cussed the “Problem of Gevernment.”’ 

Mr. Bryan prefaced his address, which 
was of two hours duration, with a denial 
that he will again seek to become the na- 
tignal standard bearer of the Democratic 
party, his denial being contained in the 
following phrases: 

‘I hope you will give me credit with pos- 
sessing a higher ambition than that to be 
satisfied with the office of President of the 
United States; I am too Democratic to covet 
an ambition that only a few in one gener- 
ation can share; I prefer the honor of be- 
ing a private citizen as. an -honor greater 
than that of a king.”’ 

Throughout the discussion of the mo- 


mentous gh ye now engaging the at- 
tention of the two great political parties, 
Mr. Bryan occasionally tapped a vein of 
quict humor that generated smiles on many 
countenances. 

“You will recall,’ he said, “that the Re- 
publicans have had two telling chances at 
me, and on this occasion I would seek one 
at them. In dealing with the theme of 
‘problems of government’ I shall endeavor 
to inject enough religion to suit a Republf= 
can and enough politics to carry favor with 
a Democrat.’’ 

Mr. Bryan stated that primarily it was 
his purpose to deal with the moral phase 
or the subject. He regarded the cultiva- 
tion of the moral element as a paramount 
issue, ard declarcd that history supported 
his contention that moral decay had pre- 
ofnen the ruin of every ration that had 
allen. 

“A nation,” said Mr. Bryan, “is strong 
onty in _propyrtion to its moral excellence.” 
He declared that the present administra- 
tion had developed a tendency to amend 
God's holy ordinances ‘““‘Thou shalt. not 
Steal,”’ ‘“‘Thou shalt not kill,”’ ‘““‘Thou shalt 
not covet,’ by adding an apologetic clause 
—"‘save when done on a very large scale.’’ 

Reference was made to the Philippine 
question and the conduct of the American 
soldiery in suppressing the insurrection. 
fie denounced 
tion, proclaimed himself as devout an 
apostle of free silver as ever. 

He further denounced what he termed the 
plutocracy of wealth, the tariff and injune- 
tions, and said that the only possibility of 
suppressing anarchy rested.in the education 
of the people who love their government. 

Mr. Bryan stated with cna ed emphasis 
that if he had the power every article man- 
ufactured by trusts would be’placed on the 
free list, although he sincerely doubted if 
this strenuous and tragical measure would 
wholly fruStrate the trusts.

MENACE RATE 


Struggle Between Beef Trust 
and Railroads Imminent. 


MEN 


TRAFFIC ALARMED 


LIVELY SESSIONS OCCUR BE- 
TWEEN BOTH INTERESTS. 


Fight to Determine Whether Roads or 
Packing Houses Are to Control 
the Rate-Making Power 
Will Begin Monday. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 2.— Evidence developed 
today to show that a struggle of the se- 
verest kind is on between the big packing 
houses and the railroads of the West for 
control of rates and the rate-making power. 

Traffic officials of western lines view the 
situation with alarm, and have called a 
mneeting for Monday to consider action to 
counteract the effect of the packers’ latest 
move in inducing the Great Western to re- 
duce the rates on packing-house products 
and dressed meats. It is not at all certain 
now that the Great Western rates will be 
met, as some of the most influential traffic 
men are in favor of ignoring the matter. 

Representatives of the packing-house con- 
cerns today visited all western traffic offi- 
cials and demanded to know what they 
were going to do regarding the matter. So 
far as could be learned, none secured any 
satisfaction relative to lower rates, and 
'there were several lively séssions between 
railroad and packing-house representatives. 

The meat of the whcle matter lies not in 
the question whether a 23%-cent or an 18%- 
cent rate is the just one, but in the ques- 
tion of whether the packing-house owners 
are to regain control of the rate situation 
or the railroad officials are to have it. 

Prior to the issuance of the _ restraining 
orders by the United States court the pack- 
ers practically made the rates on packing- 
house products, dressed meats and ‘live- 
stock.

It condemned the present non-effective 
bee of inspection and heartily indorsed 
the City Council in requesting the Board 
of Health to submit a bil: designed to ‘‘cor- 
rect the present chaotic condition’ and to 

rovide for a practical system of supervis- 
on and inspection of milk. 

Resolutions were moe oes by the society 
in which it was stated that there was a 
well-founded belief that the city ordinances 
now existing, which provide for the inspec- 
tion of milk, are inoperative, and that the 
public derives practically no benefit what- 
ever from them. 

It was. resolved, therefore, the medical 
Society realizing that the inspection of the 
milk supply holds a place of vital import- 
@nce in the domain of practical preventive 
Medicine, particularly as regards the health 
and comfort of children of the poorer class- 
es, that it heartily indorsed and approved 
the action of the Council and urged upon 
the members of the Municipal Assembly an 
early and favorable consideration of an ef- 
ficient legislative measure.

“With disease caused by bacterial organ- 
isms (which belong to the plant kingdom 


and not to the animal kingdom) a biting 
insect is not necessary for their transfer 
from the sick individual to the healthy one 
in the majority of cases. Such diseases are 
notably typhoid fever, 
monary consumpiion. 

“With these diseases, and especially the 
first two, the agency of the non-biting flies 
becomes important, and the part they play 
in the transmission of typhoid is par-

At that time the dis- 
ease received a thorough investigation at 
the hands of a special commission of army 
surgeons appointed for the purpose. 

“It was shown that although excellent 
preventative measures had been recom- 
mended in the circulars issued by the sur- 
geon-general of the army, these instruc- 
tlons were not carried out.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—No doubt is ex- 
pressed by officials who are best informed 
regarding the negotiations between the late 
John W. Mackay and his agents gn the 
other hand and the federal authorities on 
the other that the Pacific cable is to be 
promptly laid, and put into operation as 
far as*Hawali in the next five or six 
months, and via Midway and Guam to Din- 
gala Bay, Luzon, by the middle of 1903. 

The assurances just made public by Vice- 
President Ward, who was Mr. Mackay’s 
right hand man in all submarine cable mat- 
ters, were hardly necessary to satisfy the 
authorities here that Mr. MackKay’s death 
would cause no modification of his plans, 
for there had \not for some time been any 
lack of confidence in the completion of the 
Hawaiian line before January next. It was 
well known that the 1066 knots of cable for 
that span had been manufactured under 
contract, and that the cable steamer Slil- 
vertown was to start from London for the 
Pacific coast with it early next month under 
orders to begin laying the line in October. 
Mr. Ward, the general manager, who is 
gwenerally regarded here as likely to suc- 
ceed Mr. Mackay as president, had full 
control of the cable campaign in Washing- 
ton for the last year, and his earnestness 
and thorough familiarity with the subject 
caused the abandonment of the project for 
a government cable to be laid by the navy

The department has often denied that it 
is hunting for stations on the other side of 
the Atlantic, but, today evidence to the 
contrary was presented in the shape of a 
report by Capt. Asa Walker. The captain, 
while in command of the cruiser San Fran- 
cisco, was given a roving commission to 
find sites for coaling stations on the west 
coast of South America, the west coast of 
Africa and one somewhere on the coast of 
Japan.

The 
day’s net changes are slightly mixed, but 
the closing tone was heavy. The bank 
Statement failed to conform to expecta- 
tions, but its publication did not affect the 
market to any appreciable extent.

$2,000,000 in cash the banks report a‘ de- 


cline in reserves of about a half million

.Managers of clubs in both leagues, on 
the contrary, are seeking to pervert the 
players, and are asking them to sign con- 
tracts while they are still under obligations 
to other clubs. The case of the National 
League seeking players of the St. Louis 
Brows, as published exclusively in yester- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, seems to be convinc- 
ing as to this. The publication of the news 
may interrupt the transaction, but the tele- 
grams mentioned were seen, and thé evi- 
dence is positive. 

But the magnates do not stop at tamper- 
ing with players. Franchises are being 
bandied about like paper in a wind storm. 
anda deals are going through which, accord- 
ing to report, will even disrupt the cir- 
euit, as witness the application to the 
Amercian League for a Cincinnati franchise 
by a syndicate. 

With it all the prospect for the poor, sick, 
tired national game is anything but bright 
for next season. Only amity between the 
two organizations, with harmonious un- 
derstanding as to players, dates and cir- 
cult, or the complete withdrawal! of one or 
ihe other league can restore the sport to 
its former prestige.

Convicted Bank Cashier Witnessed 
Death of Daughter, Who Had Al- 
ways Believed Him Innocent 
—He Returns to Cell. 


Special to the Post- Dispatch, 

MORRISTOWN, N. J., Aug. 2.—There 
was no happier child in the whole world 
that was Evelyn Anderson just at this time 
two years ago. It was impossible not to 
feel cheerful when she was about. She was 
very pretty, with her big, laughing eyes 
and rosy cheeks and lips that would smile 
whenever there was half a chance. The 
sun never set in her heart. The whole town 
Knew her and Joved her. She and her 
father were always together. He was a 


ycung man, handsome, popular, rising in 
politics, successful in business. And when 
he and iittle Evelyn walked together, as 
they did almost every evening, they smiled 
happily at every one they met, and every 
one smiled happily back at them, especially 
at the little girl, who was so evidently 
lroud of her father. 

He was Albert M. Anderson, broker and 
cashier of the Morristown National Bank, 
end his home was one of the most com- 
fortable, as well as one of the happiest, in 
the City. 

One day in the fall of 1899 they sent for 
Evelyn to come home from scnool. The 
bank had closed, att.examination of the 
books was in progress and her father was 
in jail. Evelyn went to the jail with her 
mother. It was a shock, and her mother, 
who knew the truth, had broken down. But 
little Evelyn faced her father with a brave 
smile.

When he had 
made some progress with this he went be- 
fore Judge Freelan and applied for a writ 
of tq eas corpus for Anderson, so that he 
coul.. testify. It was a filmsy excuse, but 
the kind-heated judge, altting in a court of 
mercy and not in a court of justice, 
romptly granted the writ. This was last 
Saturday night. Monday morning Ander- 
son, in plain clothes, arrived at his home, 

In the evening he was with his daugh- 
ter. When the door opened and he came 
in and caught her in his arms she threw 
her wasted arms about his neck and

The partnership between the shark and 
the pilot fish, however, seems to be one of 
mutual service, the little one accepting the 
protection of his powerful patron, and in 
recompense acting as guide and intelligence 
ol ficer. 

Mosely givee a most interesting account 
of their scouting for the master; and he 
also mentions the habitual attendance, in 
the South seas, of a petrel upon the whale; 
but the principal “‘whale bird” is a small 
snipe-like creature of the arctic regions 
“called a phalanope. These abound in 
Greenland waters, and they assemble ir. 
flocks about every whale that basks upon 
the surface, as the whales often do, alight- 
ing upon its back and industriously cleaning 
it of the small crustaceous parasites that 
attach themselves to the leviathan’s skin, 
often in hundreds or thousands. The mon- 
ster of the deep floats contentedly on the 
surface and lets his little friends pull out 
and eat his annoying scales as though he 
really appreciated the favor. 

Another very curious partnership of the 
sea is that between certain large medusa 
or sea-jellies and small fishes. Tha jellies 
consist of an umbrella-shaped body, whicli 
looks like glass, and from the under side 
of which trail great bunches of filmy 
threads and some larger curtains. These 
tontacles nre endowed with stinging power. 
by means of which the jellies benumt 
what they seek to catch as food and then 
hoist it up to the “mouth” in the under 
surface of their floating dish. Now, certain 
little fishes, which are exposed to a multi- 
tuds of ehemies in the open sea, are in the 
habit of taking shelter right among the 
poisonous tentacles of the medusa, where 
for the time they are safe from any outside 
harm and whore a good deal. of food falis 
in their way; but the capital they pvt into 
thie strange partnership is their lives, for 
if they travel about long enough with their 
dangerous “protector” they are certain ono 
day to be wrapped in the fatal net and eat- 
en. So this is jumping from the pan into 
the fire; but it is an illustration of the hard 
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«traits that sea animals are put to to pre- 
serve life even for a little whiie. 

It is among birds that the most interest- 
ing examples of partnership are found— 
sometimes with other birds and often with 
animals of another ¢class. Birde are friend- 
ly creatures a8 a rule, and often nest in

It is a place of which no lover of llinois can afford to be iynorant, and no 
one who has heard the story and looked down from the great hills pon that plain 
ean fail to be impressed that in this quiet and beautiful place was enacted one of 
tue most awful tragedies of the curly American life.” 


CHAPTER |. 
THE ILLINOIS VALLEY IN 1670. 


“fT | OW many are the white men in the 


black gowns?” 
“They are as many as the fin- 
gers on my hands, my father.”’ 

“Where did you see them?’ 

“On the high island between the great 
lakes.”’ 

“It is a strange thing—these men with 
the white skins, I have heard of them 
from my youth. First they were far away 
over the plains. Then we heard of them 
down on the great river Mississippi. Now 
they, appear on the great lakes, and for a 
long time we have heard of them along the 


Coast of the salt water toward the rising” 


Sum Yet l have never seen one of them, 
though I am chief of all the Illinois and my 
people's homes are all along this river from 
the Mississippi almost to the great lake.”’ 

So the men in the black gowns were 
invited to come from their monastery at 
Mackinac to the home of the Illinois, anda 
the task was assigned to Fathers Mur- 
quette and Jollet when they should receive 
consent for the undertaking from their 
governor-general at Quebec. They were to 
raise the cross among the Illinois and find 
the great river which flowed to the south. 

The summer passed, and the men in the 
black gowns did not come. The maize in 
the flelds ripened and was harvested by 
the squaws. The buffaloes began moving 
south, and the migratory fowl had come. 
The young men crossed the ridge to the 
Mississippi and went out toward the great 
plains to hunt the pisiklous (buffalo) and 
tald the villages of the ‘weaker tribes for 
slaves. Oftentimes they met hunting par- 
ties from the far North and West, also 
after the wild cattle, and many the good 
fight did these rival hunters have while 
the pisikious put good miles of graes be- 
tween himself and the foe whese house 
was divided against itself. Twice, indecd, 
the Illinois had encountered hunters from 
the south riding strange beasts that stood 
twice as high as a deer and ran like the 
wild wind.. Desperately had the Wlinois 
worked to capture one of these hunters and 
the beast he rode, but they came and, went 
like the eagle, and none could the Iitinols 
entrap. 

Back in the Illinois valley the old men 
and the women and children await the re- 
“urn of the hunters, ard work for the 
Winter's need. They gather the sweet 

‘* #rane aud the bitter apple, the nuts 


and slllers (wild onions). They make perm- 
mican and smoke fishes and store them 
away, They cut wood with the blunt gfan- 
ite axes, and pile it up around the tepees 
ef skins. There are none so poor they can- 
not live on the fat of this plenteous land, 
and they are a people well content. No 
enemies come to molest; even when the 
warriors are away. Long ago they had 
done it, but the Illinois had always vis- 
ited upon them a vengeance so frightful 
that not in the memory of any but the old 
men and women had any enemy sought to 
invade their land. Yet the Illinois were 
almost continually at war. Marquette was 
to find them with a fighting priesthood 
more developed along military than re- 
gious lines, but at the same time a sort 
of religionists. They were the best war- 
riors among the young men, always 
dressed in the clothes of women, did not 
marry, and lived in more or less privation. 
The Ililinvis wars had been carried as far 
west as the Kansas and Nebraska plains, 
and as far south as the Tennessee moun- 
tains. They had slaves captured from 
weaker tribes, and were accustomed to 
selling slaves to the tribes north of them 
and to the agricultural Indians of the 
Ohio valleys. 

In the late autumn the hunting party 
comes up from the Mississippi! in a fleet 
of eanoes. They bring slaves, skins, dried 
meats and sealps. Some of the warriors 
are missing, but the victorious feats of 
these who survive suffice to offset with 
happiness the grief felt that some good 
fighting men have been left to the buzzards 
out on the plains, 

The fleet of the warriors grows smaller as 
it ascends the pretty river. Here ten 
canoes stov at a village, and here 20, and 
so on along the stream, for the Illinols 
are a nation of thousands and their villages 
are strewn along the river for more than 
200 miles. For the home-coming there is 
arranged a celebration in each of the 
towns, and for many nights the valley is 
filled with the noise of the merry-making. 
In each of these towns at evening a great 
wurrior stands in the midst of the pecple 
and recites in loud votce the incidents of 
the great hunt in the West. The war- 
riore shout corroboration, and when the 
chief? atory teger has done, each warrior 
who has distinguished himeeif in the hunt 
geovs into the center and F®hows tn some 
graphic manner hew his feat was per- 
formal. If he has slain a foe in hand-to- 
hand ceonft'ct be takes up with him another 
vruve, and these twe Ught the fight over 
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again till the victory is won, though, of 
qouree, this second kill is very much like a 
stage kise—no harm done. If a sealp has 
been taken in pursuit, the chase ts fully re- 
peated, and there ie nothing in the celebra- 
tion so pleasing to the onlookers as the pur- 
suit of Red Lightning by Pealing Thunder, 
in which Red Lightning darte hither and 
thither in the village, bowling over groups 
of pappooses and exhibiting a startling 
agility in covering ground, But eventually 
Pealing Thunder overtakes and sealps him, 
and the Tilinois howl in delight.

CHAPTER I 
THE RISE OF THE IROQUOIS 


tt W have you learned ofthese 
red men who threaten to march 
upon us from the rising sun?” 

“They are aaying, my father, that with 
the five tribes united they are strong 
enough to také our eountry, and they are 
determined to march upon us, though the 
men in the black gowns pray them to stay 
away.” 

“When do you think they will come” 

“Tf fear they will come just after the 
father. The men in the black 
gowns are trying to hold them, but they 
say they are the great red warriors who 
were made by the great spirit to whip tne 
Illinois, who are dogs.” 

“They will see if we are dogs. We will 
not run from them, as a dog runs. We will 
not leave our beloved valley for them. But 
we will meet them here, and they shall 
know by what might we have dwelt in this 
place, excluding all others, through the 
lives of many chiefs.”’ 

The drums beat in the Llinols towns as 
fast as the runners progress from town to 
town. The subchiefs are commanded to 
meet in council the chief over .all the Iili- 
nois. The flint workers are summoned be- 
fore them. The ax men, with sand jar 
and water shell, are called into the lodge. 
The arrow makers and shield workers and 
the fighting priests and prophets are all 
called before the chiefs, and for hours they 
counsel and smoke the calumets of war 
and peace. 

The weeks pass, and the lIliinois become 
more and mvre prepared for war. They 
have more arrows and more war clubs, 
more shields and more sptears with each 
Gay that the Iroquois fail to arrive. The 
chiefs select a field for the battle, a great 
plain between the river and the bluffs. 
Coming from the east, the Iroquois will 
cross the river to fight. This advantage 
to the Illinois is all carefully noted, and 
the plan of battle is all arranged and un- 
derstood long before the alarm is given 
that the enemy approaches. 

The army has a War song Marquette is 
to catch fragments of it, but not eneugh 
to give an idea whether, like that of the 
Agstecs, it was an adjuration to some deity 
for victcry, or, as the battle songs of other 
primitive people, a long boast of the things 
they were going to do. 

Buch was the army of the Illinois when 
the Iroquois came. It was primitive, pos- 


sibly more 80 than that of the invaders, Jown.

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tling sea eagle of Australia, which har- 
bors in the niches of its castle the home 
of a small finch, and the two get along 
moet amicably. 

At the other extreme is the curious 
voluntary association of birds with ante 
and waepe for the sake of safety for their 
homes. Gosse tells us, in his ‘Naturalist 
in Jamatea,” that in that island a small 
peed-oater called the garages quit often selocts 

ehrub on which wasps have built and fixes 
the entrance to its domed neat close to their 
cella, and Prince Maximilliam Neuwiid 
states, in hia ‘Travels in Brasil,” that he 
found the curlous pureé-shaped nest of one 
of the todies constantly placed near the 
nests of wasps, and that the natives In- 
formed him that it did #o to secure itacif 
against attacks by its enemies. The mock- 
ing birds in Guiana are said to do the same 
thing to guard themselves from thievish 
monkeys. 

The most perfect and mutually. benefi- 
cial partnerships in animals’ life, however, 
are thoae formed between birds and certal1 
large grazing mammals, for éach member 
is of service to the other. We have a daily 
example before ws in our own country in 
the way that the cow-blackbirds go afield 
with the cattle and stay close to them as 
they feed. The profit to the birds is ifn 
snapping up the insects the cows flush from 
the grasa as they move about, and the cai- 
tlie iike the little frienda who prech 40 
econfidingly upon thelr backs, for they rot 
atch of somone trouble some fies, 
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battlefield to indieate that any warrior was 
killed by a bullet. Their. numbers may 
only be guessed. The Illinois wete a big 
nation, and probably numbered = several! 
thousand fighting men, bus the Iroquois 
oltnumbered them, the Sonnantouans 
alone, according to Father Chauchitere, 
having an army of 1600 warriors. 

In the face of such an army as five such 
tribes could muster, it seems foolhardy 
that the Illinois should have stood their 
ground. But we must Know that, though 
a savage people plunged into much thai 
was barbarous, they had atill the love of 
their native Jand that has been a human 
rentiment from the beginning, and shall 
endure to the end. They were hot to be 
driven away. They had lcng possessed 
their beautiful valley,-of which sweet-tem- 
pered Mataqtiette rote in his journal when 
he saw it, ‘We have seen no country 50 
blessed as that traversed by this beautl- 
ful river, with its wooded banks, its fer- 
tile fields, its great hills and abundance 
of game.” If another people were to wrest 
it from them it was to be by the extinction 
of the peopie who sg long had held it. And 
a0 it proved, for never afterward was there 
a distinctive Illinols tribe, end there is no 
living Illinois Indian in ethnology today. 


CHAPTER Ill. 
THE FIGHT ON THE PLAIN, 


OWN on the east side of Calhoun 
|) County there is a place where the 

bluffs and the river part, the river 
to flow straight ahead to the east, and the 
bluffs to swerve tu the pouth and graeefuily 
curve co meet at an acute angle the east 
bluffs of the Mississippi.

Hidden 
there, whore they might see and be unseen, 
the women, the old men and the children 
see the éhief of all the I‘linois making his 
preparations down on the plain. The fro- 
quois are coming! It has been known for 10 
days. From the time thelr canoes set out 
along the coast of Lake Erie, runners have 
been Papagcan down the valley to give the 


ala 

For two days those who watch from the 
hills see the smoke of the villages burned 
ly the Troquois as they come down the 
river, seeking the foe. The great ‘fires Nght 
the skies at night. Finally, in the early 
morning, the lookouts signal: 

“They come!" 

Then those who hide in the hills see the 
great army of the Illinois massing on the 
plain. First, fronting the river. are tho 
fighting priests {n the women's skirts. They 
carry each a bow and spear. A war cinhb 
hangs at their belts, and a quiver of fiint- 
tipped arrows over their shoulders. These 
are to bear the brunt of the fightinge= 
these, whose lives have been consecrated 
to the defense of their tribe, whose arms 
are the strongest and who leave no squaw 
ot pappoose if the Iroquois strike them 
Behind these, in many colunma, 

@reat chief at their head, come the 
ie aanee ot the Illlnois, Their 


but pull out of the skin any parasites which 
may have lodged there. 

It is in Africa, Indeed, that the moet 
prominent examples or fifs «ind of part- 
nership are seen. To none is the arrange- 
ment more important than to the rhinocert- 
os, an animal stupid, short-sighted and 
easily approached from any direction that 
Goes not carry a warning scent to its sensi- 
tive nostrils. But he feeds and sleeps in 
peace under the watchful care of a flock 
of starlings, who flutter about him or run 
up and down his rough back picking off 
the various ticks and grubs that keep him 
itching or perhaps work real harm, arid 
which to them are excellent morsels. More- 
over they are supernaturally keen as 
Watchmen, as huntere well know, for many 
a rhino has got away because the rhinoc- 
eros-birds made haste to wake their patron 
by pecking at his head and screaming in 
his dull ears until he took warning. 

This same *tarling, or one iike it, may al- 
£0 be séen sitting in rows on the héads and 
horns of buffaloes when feeding or tumi- 
nating, and they warm these animals in the 
same way. The buffaloes of Central Affica 
are fiso muarded and attended in a similar 
manner by a beautiful little white egret, 
whose gay plumage and statuesque pose 
look very quaint perched upon some shig- 
gy old bull of the forest. 

Zedras are looked after by a helmet- 
ehrike, and “the tiny three@-collared plover’ 
according to Bryden, ‘is called the sea-cow 
Dine from hits fondnens _ for the hippopota- 
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mus, or sea-cow, with. which it is often 
found associating.” 

Hunters are well aware of these facts, for 
they have loet many an expected trophy or 
sorely needed dinner on account of them, 
and you cannot persuade them that the as- 
sociation ts anyt@ing less than a real and 
intelligent partnership. 

The most extracrdinaty of these mutual 
protective arrangements, however, is tnat 
between Cook's petrel and the tuatara lis- 
ard of New Zéaland. 

This petrel, or ‘titi, breeds on rocky 
islets on the New Zeal&nd coast and de- 
posits a single e@g at the interior end of a 
tortuous burrow several feet long, dug by 
the birés themselves. 

“On some of .the islands,’ says Buller, 
“there exists a very remarkable lisard— 
the tuatara of the Maocris, whereon the 
tuatata and burrowing petrel co-exist, 
there appears to be a perfect understanding 
between them, and they share the satue 
habitation. When, as_often happens, the 
terminal chamber of the burrow has two 
chambers, one i@ occuple 1 by the bird and 
the other by the reptileueually cheek by 
jow'l. 

And here comes the curious part of the 
story. Ordinariliy the Nsard is timid and 
does its best to escape, but here. whenever 
anyone attempts to meddle with the bird 
on its nest, the lisard immediately comes 
to the rescue, attacking the hande with ex- 
ceeding ferocity and. biting fiercely. so 
real and constant is this defense that col-

they can get at the nest. What reward the 
tuatara exacts or receives for this friendly 
service, beyond the shelter it enjoys, is not 
known.” 
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naked bodies ate painted in colors as 
bright as the flowers of the wood. Their 
white feathers gleam in thé morning sun. 
The red war color of the tribe, on face and 
shield and club and breast, makes an al- 
most solid and vivid contrast to the deep 
green of the plain, They chant the battle 
song of their fathers, swinging ih unison 
from the right foot to the left and bactt 
from the ieft to the right, now lifting their 
hands to the morning sun and now pros- 
trating) themselyes upon the plain. Here 
flutters the great war bonnet of the chief- 
tain, carrying an cagie’s pinion for each 
victory he has won; here are the tall 
plumes of the White Heron, whoa#e prowess 
had been sung in a hundred camps; here 
is the red shield of the Fox Syuirrci, and 
here, there and everywhere in the great 
host someéthing signifying that here is 
ranged every fighter of fame in all the 
tribe, cach With his chosen men. 

The tfoqtols come floating down with 
the eurrent. Thelf canoes afe myriad. 
They fill the river from shore to shore, and 
as far as the eyes of tge awaiting army 
can follow the stream they sweep as thick 
as they can float, like a great red and 
brown cloud approaching the gathering 
storm. The warriors sing. It is the wild, 
urmusical song of the five nations united 
in one, the cruelest, the most fearless and 
the most aggressive Indians in the Bast. 

The Illinois lay quietly upon fie green 
meadow. They are like animals crouched 
for a spring. The uplifting of the chief's 
great war bonnet is to be the signal wher 
they shall leap. Then will the warriors of 
the Illinois hurl themselves upon the in- 
Vader and drive him back into the stream 
and the east. The word comes quickly. Al- 
most before the awaiting army realize that 
the foe is so close the Iroquois have pad- 
died along ghore, leaped from their canoes 
and rushed upon the Illinois with all the 
physical and vocal fury of the red racc. 

Now is the time come for the men of 
Illinois to prove by what right they are 
lords of this chosen land; for the great 
chieftain to show by What gefilus it were 
given him to command; for the fightirg 
priest to justify his sect and the painted 
warrior to prove his boast—and time for 
the women and little children up in. the 
hills to pray. 

When the rushing line of the Iroquols 
gains the first rise from the river they en- 
counter a great red spring, which files 
against them and huris them into the 
water. It is the blow of the fighting priests 
—the young braves in women's ekirts. 
Again and again the enemy hurls itself up- 
on this line, and myriad the arrows dis- 
charged upon it. The fighting priests 
yield nothing. But the whole Illinois army 
is not made up of fighting priests, and the 
Iroquois canoes keep coming. They empty 
fresh hosts upon the bank, and these 
swarm upon the flanks of the foe. The li- 
linois oppose them with every art born of 
centuries of conquest, but they still swarm 
from the canoes and hurl themselves at the 
red host on the plain. Never an Iilipois 
wafrior encountered such demons as these. 
Yelling, chanting, striking, thrusting they 
fight, crowding in and in and never halting 
where a rush means the death of those who 
lead. Hore and there a great warrior of 
the Siavig, “ ate: frame meets high 
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over the men who seek to bring him down, 
fights single-handed out in a maes of the 
men from the East. Here the white plumes 
of the White Heron, now for the firat time 
in his life pressed until, inch by inch, he 
is yielding his ground, wave where the 
battle rages fiercest. Now there are no 
more to be seen the red talie of the Fox 
Squirrel, and the ery goes up that he has 
fallen. And so they fight through the 
bright forenoon, ‘till the meadow is redder 
than [ilinole paint and women come down 
from the hills to wield clubs with the 
fighting priesta. 

Oh, Woe is the name of the Tllinoia, and 
heavy is the heart of the nation tonight! 
The gteat fight has been lost. Spear and 
arrow have torn many brave hearts today, 
and the cruel war club has scattered many 
strong brains. The fighting priests in the 
Women’s skirts, the painted braves behind 
the chief, the women who fought ly the 
last dread ditch—they are all dead and still 
on the blood-ted meadow tonight. 

The victors have withdrawn across the 
river and camped on the tope of the bluffs. 
Their great fires bufh brightly, and the 
whole night long they dance about them, 
now rejoicing in the victory, now erying tn 
loud lamentation that s@ many good war- 
riors have died; now sleeping when, from 
sheer fatigue, they fall to the ground: now 
filling the night with the wildest yells, pro- 
claiming the Iroquois mastef of all the land 
from the great salt water toward the ris- 
ing sun, to the great river beyond which 
the sun goes down. 

Across the still river there is no sound. 
The dead of two nations are lying together, 
Now and then an Illinois who has escaped 
with his life comes down from the his 
and searches among the dead for his chicf, 
father, brother, mayhap his sister, among 
the fighting priests. 

Now and then on the dark plain there is @ 
rise of bright sparks where some kindly 
hand has pulled down the still burning pyres 
around brave men to whom had not even 
been given the merciful death of the spear 
or club. At some of the green etakes the 
blackened bodies and charred bones were 
to be seen when the first Jesuits ascended 
the river, and they were to walk out on the 
plain and identify with an unspeakable hor- 
ror the black objects curlously beheld from 
their canoes on the stream.

CHAPTER IV. 
BURYING THE DEAD, 


HEN the new day brealis there are 
W revealed to watching eyes upon the 

opposite bluffs many thin columns 
of smoke rising over the north hills from 
the breakfast fires of the Iroquois. In & 
littie while the victorious army somes 
down from the hills and out of the wood to 
the river. The canoes are dragged forth 
from the close-growing privet, and once 
more the Iroquois upon the battiefield—not 
singing now, nor even exulting, for they 
are come for their dead, In the high 
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tion of the field upon which was achieved 
the Iroquois’ moet glorious feat of arms. 

But the burial of the chiefs and the im- 
portant men was not that of the Ifoquois 
of the ranks. Common soldiers of fortune 
these, they were laid down in great rows 
and circles, oftentimes 10 in a mound, and

laid, row «upon row; in another mound, 
miles up the Illinois river, they had béen laid 
With the heads in, resembling so many 
spokes of a wheel.

A brother asked me 
Cid not consider football an immoral game, 
like prize fighting. |! told him I saw no 
parallel between footbali and prize fighting. 
The more scientific football becomes the 
less brutal it is. ‘The more scientific prize 
fighting! becomes the more brutal. The 
motive is responsible. I ean put on the 
gloves and’oceasionally put them on even 
now, but I box only for exercise. The ob- 
ject of the prize fighter is tp knock out his 
adversary. He uses sjx-ounce gloves, but 
a man’ who knows how can knock out an- 
other with six-ounce gloves as well as with 
four. If he could not there would be no 
patronage for prize fighters, There: is a4 
downdrift in human natnre, an attraction of 
human gravitation, that the prize fighter 
feeds. There is no intent In boxing or in 
football to injure the adversary. If it is 
done it comes about naturally. 


There is more science in the training and 
more science in the playing of football than 
there uged to be. I thought we at Wabash 
College uged to know how to play football 
when we won the state championship, but 
we were unscientific and consequently were 
brutal. When I went East I found that 
there were fewer accidents and when they 
occurred they were of less consequence be- 
cause we were better trained, We were 
hard. 


I was born at Monticello, Ind., on the Tip- 
pecanoe river. I was converted when I was 
18. I intended to preuch. I first went to 
cele College, at Crawfordsville. I was 
there fOur years. Then I entered Princeton 
in the junior year and remained two years,

A newspaper man told me a story, well 
known in the Southwest, about a drummer 
who had been drinking and got into a re- 
vival meeting. The drummer sat near the 
box stove and fel! asleep. The re- 
vivalists called on all those who wished to 
to heaven to stand up. All but the 
drummer stood. He was awakened and, as 
the revivalist asked a}l desiring to go to hell 
stand, the drummer drew himself up, 
winking and blinking as he stretched 
himself, said: ‘“‘Parson, I don't know what 
we're voting for; but whatever it is, you 
and I are in a hopeless minority.” 

I sometimes ask that hands be raised. I 
always tell thase staying after meetin:g: 
that they will not he annoyed. f try to re- 
spect «the feelings of even an infidel. I 
aim to present the strong claims of the 
Christian life and leave the responsibility 
fer living it to the,individual. 

Still, I am a. believer in the good to be 
accomplished by means of appeais to the 
emotional side of nature. The deepest 
truths are those a-‘man feels rather than 
these which he -Knows. But IL. believe in 
appealing to the, emotions on. legitimate 
lines and giving a fine foundation of logical 
reasoning. I do not believe in undue -ap- 
peals to the emotions: like the camp meeting 
hullabaloos. 

The Presbyterians today are leaders in 
evandclistic work. This came about. be- 
cause of a sudden awakening ‘to the fact 
that there is a dirth of spiritual life in our 
cities.. Membership was dropping. All the 
churches. woke up-at once and faced the 
issue. There are too many churches in 
the small towns. 
really too intense. Several mediocre men 
are preaching to a few men when all to- 
gether could support one good man, make 
up one good congregation and be a power 
for Christianity. The cities may be hene- 
fitted by this denominational rivalry. They 
have plenty of population from which to 
drawn for church attendance and support, 
if the means are applied to getting them 
to attend church. St. Louis has beautiful 
church edificies, but what strikes me most 
here is the vast number of beautiful homes. 
Where you find a neople investing its money 
in homes you find a people with whom a 
great deal may be accomplished religiously. 
They have gotten beyond the need for 
struggling for the material and are pos- 
sessed of time to give to their spiritual 
needs.

He had not supposed 
that there would ever be a farm so big the 
men could not hear the dinner bell. It 
might have been true of ranches, where 
cattle range far and wide, but it was hard- 
ly to be guessed of a real farm, where corn 
and oats and wheat and pumpkin pies are 
raised. 
‘Yet the farm where the dinner bell can. 
not be heard from end to end of the place 
is not infrequent in the West today, thouga 
this very same bell ring loud and lustily 
as it may. The old farms of a few acres 
have gone the way of the small stoge in 
many and many a case. The cralibats 
farm of 50,000 acres has sprung up in Okl:- 
homa and Kansas, and there is not a farm- 
machinery concern in America that has 
not printed for yvears and years beautiful 
pictures of the great harvests in Callfornia 
and the Dakotas, where the steam plows 
and the giant reapers follow. cach other 
across the fields in procession. 

There is a farm 30 miles from St 
where the men do not yell when the din- 
ber bell rings—that ts, if they are aar- 
thing like as far away from the bell as it ts 
sossible for them to get and never jieave 
he place. It is the great Baldwin farm 
m the Missouri Point. 

The Baldwin farm is like a bowl. its 
rim is a levee so high that not even the 
great flood of 1892 would gain iis crest. And 
inaide this ievee ts the farm, flat-bottomed, 
level and water-tight. 

There are tive ‘arm housea on the yreat 
Lialdwin farm. There are more than one 
hundred mules, costing fully S10 each, ane 
sume 50 horses, There are no cattle, sheep 
D. Accs, bevond the cows necessary for 
milk. It is a grain farm c¢ssentialiy, and

The wheat on the farm ts all in « single 
field, It ‘s a tleld three miies jong and more 
than two miles wide.

G RAN CHACO, the most mysterious spot 


Five months ago Guido Bogglano star'ted 
from Asuncion with an expedition of six 
Indians and a peon to follow the path that 
so many others had taken before him and 
that Rad led them to death. 

That is the last that has been heard by 
man of Guido Boggiano and his party. A 
month ago an expedition under local of- 
ficiais started out from Puerto Casado to 

for news of the foet men. 

It penetrated only a few miles into the 
unknown land—not far enough to find even 
a pp uae eo. 1 
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been destroyed, presumably by the fierce, 
practically unknown Tobas Indians. 

This makes the second expedition to van- 
igh within a year. ; 

Iirst to meet fate in Gran Chaco was Dr. 
Creveaux. He started into the interior in 
1886 with a large and well armed party, 
tired with wonderful stories of strange, 
tall, savuge men, strange wild beasts of 
huge size and a profusion of new orchids 
and other fantastic plants and creatures 
that were said to be in abundance there 

He forced his way for several months 
through the wilderness along the VPilco- 
mayo until he had penetrated into the T 
bas country, rear the Bolivian boundary. 
where the expedition, worn and thinned ont 
by constant fighting and hardships, f: 
into the hands of the Indians, who sud- 
denly appeared from all quarters and mas- 
sacred all. 

The fate of the Creveaux expedition only 
served to increase the eagerness of e¢x- 
plorers to tear the veil that hid the un- 
knewn land. 

And that eagerness next was to cost ibe 
life of one of the most successful and ecar- 
nest and daring explorers that ever was in 
South America. He was Kamon Lista, 
whom the world today owes much of its 
knowledge of Paraguay, Argentina and 
Patagonia.

Ramon Lista’s fate well might have de- 
terred other men from seeking to enter 
the somber precincts of the terra incognito. 
Yet rumors of Lista’s loss had not more 
than begun to reach Europe and North 
America and already another expedition 
was prepared to hew its way into the place 
of doom. 

Col. Enrique de Ibarreta of Spain was 
the man to lead it. He made his start 
from San Antonio in Bolivia with a pariy 
singularly weil equipped—equipped, indeed, 
as if for conquest rather than for explora- 
tion. He had a flotilla of Indian canoes, 
each holding 12 men, and with him were 
six Argentine, two Bolivian and one 5Span- 
ish companions, all well fitted by knowledge 
and experience for the work of carrying out 
the task of forcing the passage through the 
River of Death. The canoes were covered 
with heavy sails and skins, which were 
pierced with loophcles for rifles 

Early in June the party started down the 
Pilcomayo. And ecarcely had they passed 
from the sight of the soldiers in the fron- 
tier fort before the forest was alive with 
dangers all around them 

Men dared not leave their covered canoes, 
‘ven in the daytime tame vanished 
strangely before them 

At first it seemed unaccountable, unt! 
they found that the Indians, invisible, but 
ever present, were driving it away to starve 
the explorers out, so that they should ven- 
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ture into the forests to hunt, when 
could be killed easily. 

Of those eight men nothing Beas been 
learned to this day, with the exception of 
two, who were found wandering in the 
thickets with barely strength enough left 
to tell even the briefest story. They had@ 
been hunted hegadiong from mile to mil, 
The forests were instinct with death where 
ever they turned. Six of the fugitives were 
killed before a day had paased. 

The two survivors said that they hed leg 
the Ibarreta party in dire need. Jdst De- 
fore passing certain groat waterfalls .f the 
Pilcomayo river, the hitherto deserteé banka 
of the gloomy stream suddenly were 
filled with tall men, hideously paintes an@ 
armed with huge knotted clubs and with 
Spears.

Wyoming, the coniplete skeleton of 
which ever walked on earth. 


. The brontosaurus was the greatest of the dinosaurs (terrible lizards), 


were one of the earliest torms of creation. 


a brontesaurus, the greatest creature

rhey lived in the Jurassic period of ge- 


ology, ind were of many different kind, some dwelling iv the water, as, pleiosau- 
rus and ichthyosaurus; others being amphibious, and still others, as brontosaurus, 
inhabiting, the land. ‘They varied from 10 to 120 feet in length, and some of them 
were able to stand in 80 feet of water and browse upon the leaves of trees along 
the shores of the lakes in which they lived. 

The hrontosaurus, whose skeleton has been secured by the Peabody Museum, 
is the finest specimen ever unearthed. Standing upon his hind legs on the Broadway

HE huge lizard brought from the fos- 
sil beds of Wyoming will not be set 
up entire in the Peabody Museum. 

€ie is too big. From the tip of his tail to 
the end of his nose is more than 60 feet, and 
there is no place in the museum where 40 
much lizard could be set without exposing 
a portion of him to the cruel outdoors. 

Huge and terrible were the monsters of 
the Jurassic period if the brontosaurus 
brought here is a sample of them, and for- 
tunate, indeed, was man if geology has it 
aright, that he appeared upon the secene 
long after these giant suarians had been 
laid low. 

This specimen was unearthed by W. H. 
Reed in 1877 under the direction of the late 
Prof. O. E. Marsh. It was found near 
Lake Como, Wyo. It is called Brontosau- 
rus excelsus. 

The creature belongs to the order of 
Sauropoda, which includes the most primi- 
tive and gigantic forms of reptiles ever 
found. In age it dates back té@ the Ameri- 
can Jurassic period. 

The Sauropoda of this time are divided in- 
to four families. The largest specimen arc 
the Atlantoscauride, to which this belongs. 
This specimen is the largest and finest 
ever mounted in the country. 

When alive this huge creature, according 
to Prof. Beecher, must have stood about 
20 feet high. On each of his feet he had 
five toes. Each footprint would measure 
about a square yard. 

If he should raise himself on his hind 
legs he could look with ease over the mu- 
seum, a five-story building. His neck was 
long and flexible. The body was short ana 
the abdomina! cavity of moderate size. 

The head of this specimen is particularly 
gmall,'in fact, smaller in proportion than 
in any other vetebrate known. The entire 
ekull is less in diameter and weight than 
. the fourth or fifth cervical vetebra. 

The animal was found mired in the posi- 
tion in which he probably died. ‘The very 
@inall head and brain and slender neural! 
wird indicate that when alive he was a 
stupid, slow-moving creature. In habits 
he was more or less amphibious and his 
food was probably aquatic plants or succu- 
lent vegetation. The beast was wholly 
without offensive or defensive weapon or 
dermal armature. 

The hind legs and pelvis as they stand 
In the muséum now are 16 feet high. The 
hind legs are larger and heavier than the 
fore and weigh two tons. Each thigh bone 
or femur weighs 500 pounds. The measure- 
ment across the feet is 34 inches and the

Prof. Beecher and his corps of assistants 
have been working on the restoration of 
this specimen since last November. It 
stands directly back of the Claosouruos 
annectens. or the dinosaur which was 
placed in the museum at the time of the bi- 
centennial. That specimen was then the 
largest mounted dinosaur in this country, 
but the new one makes it look like a baby. 

In a recently published work on “Animals 
of the Part’’ Frederick A. Lucas, curator 
of the department of comparative anatomy 
in the United States Museum, says of the 
brontvosaurus: 

“The smallest of the dinosaurs whose ac- 
quaintance we have made were little larger 
than chickens; the largest claim the dis- 
tinction of being the largest known quad- 
rupeds that have walked the face of the 
earth, the giants not only of their day 
but of all time, before whose huge frames 
the bones of the mammoth, that familiar 
byword for all things great, seem slight. 

“For brontosaurus,-the thunder lizard, 
beneath whose. mighty tread the enrth 
shook, and his kindred, were from 40 to 
60 feet iong and from ten to fourteen feet 
high, thoir thigh bones measuring five to 
six feet in length, being the largest singie 
bones known to us, while some of the ver- 
tebrae were four and one-half feet high, 
exceeding in dimensions those of a whale. 

“The group to which brontosaurus be- 
lengs is distinguished by a large, though 
rather short, body, very long neck and 
tall, and, for the size of the animal, a very 
small head. In fact, the head was so small 
and so poorly provided with teeth that 
it must have been quite a task, or a long- 
continued pleasure, according to the state 


_of its digestive apparatus, for the animal 


to have eaten its daily meal. 

“An elephant weighing five tons eats 
1000 pounds of hay and 25 pounds of grain 
for his daily ration: but as this food is in 
a comparatively concentrated form it would 
require at least twice this weight of green 
fodder. It is a difficult matter to estimate 
the weight of a live brontosaurus, but it 
is pretty safe to say it ‘would not be far 
from 20 tons, and that one would devour 
at the very least something over 7000 pounds 
of leaves or twigs or plants each day. 
But these great dinosaurs may, after all, 
not have been gifted with such ravenous 
appetites as one might fancy, for it is 
dangerous to lay down any hard and fast 
laws concerning animals, especially those 
of such a long time ago. Brontosaurus 
had irregular and isolated teeth, poorly 
suited to mastication, and it is difficult to 
determine what he ate or in what quan-

The bread made in the mountains Is a 
queer mixture of flour, baking powder and 
water. This is baked in a skillet or frying 
pan before an open campfire and is ge.-

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Often the fire is too hot and causes th 
bread to crust before the inside has becn 
thoroughly ‘‘doned,”’ leaving it a pasty 
mass. Such bread is called a “dough god,’ 
and the hungry prospector eats it in spite 
of its falling. 

Then again the baker sometimes cets too 
much grease in his skillet and the bread 
will not hold together when baked. © The 
result is known as “shorts’’ because it all 
falls to pieces. Good campfire bread Is 
regularly called “bannock,‘‘ a term gen- 
erally used in the West. Everybody calls 
potatoes ‘‘spuds.’’ 

The invasion of the new gold fields has 
created an unusual demand for - tough 
horses and as a result all sorts of animals 
have been pressed into service. Few of 
them attain the dignity of being called 
herses, as the general term applied to them 
iz cnayuse, which means range stock that 
makes no pretense to being blooded. 

The trip into the mountains is a very hard 

one and feed is scarce, so that by the time 
a norse gets through with the expedition 
he resembles a rack of bones more than 
anything else.

“Villkum,’” meaning triend or pal, has 
been taken from the Chinecok Indians in 
Washington; “Siwash'’ meaning Indian or 
man, and ‘‘Klootchman,’ meaning squaw or 
woman, are also in general usage. A west- 
erner not living tn the city never speaks of 
feminine cr womanly qualities, as such. He 
always characterizes them as ‘‘squaw.”’ 

A» you plod along the trail you frequently 
hear a packer yell at his horses, ‘‘Klata- 
wah, klatawah!"" which translated means 
“Get a move on you.” 

Oftentimes the man making his firat trip 
into Thunder mountain is called a “mush- 
er.” because he takes all kinds of cereal 
and mushy foods with bim. This word 
has come down from Alaska. On the sec-

The thimbies are no bigger than the tip 
of a man's finger, and are exceedingly 
light.

HE biggest crab ever found is row in

tat is under 690 to 490 feet of sea water, 


and therefore it requires an enormous prcs- 
sure to be comfortable. 


The crab measures 1144 feet in diameter, 
and for the most part it has a very hbeau- 
tiful complexion—for a crab--ranging from 
a delicate rose tint on the top of the cara- 
pace and legs, turning t9 a pale brownish 
Shads on the underside. . 


‘Ihe two front iegs have the usual crab 
claws, which are big encugh to crush a 
man, but the others end in narrow brown 
hoofs without toes. The eyes on the 
branches are enormously large, and the 
feelers are as big as garden hose. 

The crab was taken off the Jzepanese 
coast, and formed part of a collection made 
by Prof. Bashford Dean of Columbia Cel- 
lege last year, and it was presented to the 
Prooklyn Museum by Eugene Blackford. 
It took more than a month to meunt it. 

It 1s supposed that the giant crabs grow 
to 12 feet in diameter, but the one in Brook- 
lvn is the biggest ever vapturcd.

He shot and killed 
ithe notorious Sam Bass in s:8, but this 


was only one of many enccunters which 
he had with bad men. 

He was generaliy credited with knowing 
more desperadoes than aiy other man in 
the Southwest, and his knowledee of these 
men was sv gocd that he could almost in- 
variably tell by whose hendiwork a train 
robbery or hank ropbery was committed, 
simply by the surrscundise circumstances 
and incidents. tor many vears he was 
member of the Texas Rangers, and fought 
Indians and chased Mexienan eattle thieves 
and border criminals day after day and 
year in and year out. He was Uhited 
States marshal of the Westera Aistriet of 
Texas, which includes all of the Rio 
Grande border, during Cleveland's second 
administration. 

ut principally Capt. Ware's fame rests 
upon his killing of. Sam Bass, whom he 
shot at Rovnd oe 240 miles north of 
Austin. Bass operdted in nearly every 
state west of the Mississippi River during 
the latter vadrt of the ‘70s. He robbed 
trains, held up stages, looted banks and 
stopped short of nothing when he thoucht 
monhey was to be obtained. He was

I am delighted to 
know he is doing cosmetic work.”’ 

My friend replied, “She hasn't been to 
Vienna at all. Her nose was made over 
by a doctor in Bound street. I know all 
about it. because I am going there myself 
to have the lines filled up in my forehead.’ 

I confess conversation ceased to inter- 
est me when the subject was changed, and 
having secured the address of the phyai- 
cian, I lost no time, after bidding my host- 
ess good-by. in calling at the address 
named. Unfortunately, the doctor was out, 
but I made an appointrnent and the next 
morning I called, made myself known, and 
was asked by the doctor, who was amused 
and pleased at my interest, if I would like 
to see some of the operations actually per- 
formed. 

I accepted the invitation with enthu- 
siasm, and while we were discussing the 
processes by which this physician restores 
defective features to symmetry and beauty, 
one of the patients came to be operated on. 

This patient was a young gentleman with 
the most horrible nose I have ever seen. 
An abscess, the result of a blow while 
playing football, had left a depression be- 
tween the eyes and near the root of the 
nese large enough to comfortably hold an 
“alley marble.” ° 

The patient sat down in the operating 
chair, and after the usual asceptic pre- 
cautions of modern surgery, the doctor 
took a tiny hypodermic syringe. and, fill- 
ing it with a clear liquid, was about to 


make the puncture, when I sald to him: — 

“But, doctor, I thought the paraffine ang 
vaseline injections must be made in this 
work at a high temperature.”’ 

The doctor delayed the operation a ma. 
ment, and sald: ““‘But I do not use vaseline 
and paraffine. I experimented with those 
substances for a long time, but found them 
unsatisfactory. I use a preparation of ant- 
ma! olls, 


“The vaseline and paraffine infections 
have produced excellent results in filling 
up bone cavities, but for injecting inte the 
tissues I fin.l the animal olis vastly better, 
and where the vaveline and paraffine form @ 
hard and unyielding mass, which nature 
sometimes regards tebelliously with an 
occasional abscers in her attempt to sid 
hersu!f of the foreign substance, the animal 
olls are received kindly ty the tissues 
that after a few months in making an m- 
cision it’ is almost impossibie to tefl the 
natural from the artificially supplied tis. 
sue.” 


I watched the building up of this truly 
grotesque nose with absolute amazement. 
On this occasion four injections were mada, 
and while the change was wunderfal, the 
nose was not-completed. I saw it operated 
ou again this morning, and it is now almost 
a straight noge. 

The doctor, by the by, in measuring thé 
defect to be filled up, uses an ordinary vig- 
iting card. The line of the perfect nose 
should, of course, not deviate from the 
straight. . 

The operation, according to the patient's 
own reports, is about as painful as that 
caused by a pin prick. There is no inflam- 
mation, and the only marks to be seen im- 
mediately after the operation are such as 
would be. made by a needle. Occasionally 
there is a little redness, but in most cases 
the color of the nose is normal after the 
injections. 

I remained several hours at the doctor's 
office and met a number of women pa- 
tients. For a week I made daily visits, 
watching the progress of the various oper- 
ations and getting well acquainted with @ 
number of natients, who volunteered to let 
me take their pictures as the operations 
were going on and to use them for the fé- 
cital of this truly wonderful work in, an 
A-nerican newspaper. — 

There are a number of other operations 
besides those I have described. For ex- 
ample, lifting sagging cheeks and curling 
double chins, taking out wrinkles, removing 
the line from the nose to the mouth, filling 
up furrows; but these are not all of the 
same nature. In my next beauty letter 1 
shall describe some of these other opera- 
tions with pictures also taken of actual pa- 
tients.

NE of the most common plants on 
the St. Louis vacant lot is the wid 
or prickly lettuce (Lactuca scario- 
le}. It is a plant of from a few triches 
to six or eveh seven feet High, the ordi- 
Mary height béing about four feét. The 
stem is usually straight and branches 
mostiy above, unless it has beén cut back. 
The lewer part of the stalk bears leaves 
from four to six inches long, and which 
are one or two inches wide. The upper 
half or third of the plant is not nearly so 
igafy, and is much branched, the final di- 
visions of the branches bearing not, verv 
noticeable yellow ‘‘Nowers."’ The plant is 
of a pea green color. It is, for the most 
part, smooth, but on thé stem, especialiv 
the fower part, may be found a few soft 
prickles. The leaves are provided with 
soft prickles around the edge, and also 
have a row on the under side down the 
midrib. This, with the arrow-shaped or 
clasping base of the leaf, are especially 
characteristic. 

Another pecullarity which may, to a cer- 
tain extent, be used in identifying the 
plant, js that the bases of the leaves aie 
frequently turned or twisted #o that the 
blade stands vertically, that is, with one 
edge up and the other down. 

Perhaps the resemblance to cultivated 
lettuce jis not clear to those who have not 
scen the cuitivated lettuce in flower, but to 
those who have, the similarity is very ap- 
parent. One who has tasted cultivated Ict- 
tuce which is beginning to send up «he 
flower stalk knows the bitter taste, and 
will notice the same bitterness in touching 
to the tongue a drop of the milky juice from 
the leaf or a stem of the wild lettuce. Of 
course, the name, “prickly lettuce,”’ is 
given to the plant on account of the prickles 
found on the stem and along the edges and 
on the back of the leaves. 

This lettuce is not the only one which 
grows wild in North America. In fact, 
there are 14 kinds catalogued as occurring 
north of Mexico, but it is the abundant spe- 
cies in St. Louis, and there is no great dan- 
ger of mistaking it for any of the other 
kinds. 

The prickly lettuce has a very interesting 
history. It is nut a native of, this region 
or even of America. Its home is temper- 
ite and southern Europe, Canary Islanis. 
Mideria, Algeria, Abyssinia, and the tem- 
perate regions of eastern Asia. In England 
ard northern Hurope it occurs in wuste 
places and along roadsides only cccasional- 
ly, and causes little trouble to the culti- 
vator. It occites as a weed in nearly ai! 
the cultivated parts of Europe and Asia, 
except the colder regions, 

The seeds of the plant are supposed .o 
have been introduced into this country tn 
ballast and packing or in some similar 
manner, and so far as can be determined, 
gained a foothold in some Atlantic seaport. 
It seems to have been first seen in Cam- 
lridge. Mass., in 1863. After gaining a foot- 
held there and in some of the larger ciitics 
of the West, it was carried in al! directions 
hy the railreads, until now this weed whic 
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has been introduced into this country less 
than forty years, is in many places one of 
the most Common and noxious weeds. 

The plant was seen in St. Louls at least 
as. early as 1873, and Dr. George Engei- 
mann reported it as being extremely abun- 
dant in 1980. Certain it is that it is here 
in the greatest abundance now and has 
come to stay, for it is a dangerous and per- 
sistent weed, and only the concerted co- 
operation and constant watchfulness of all 
the citizens could rid the city of the pes’. 

In ite habit of growth the plant is either 
an anual or a “winter annual.” A plant 
which germinatees, completes its growth. 
produces seeds and dies in one year is 
known as an annual. The seed of oe wiht 
lettu ¢ may germinate in the sprifg and 
the preant complete its development ths 
gam* asnimer, in which case {it is an afn- 
nual, or the seed may germinate in the 
fall and make considerable’ growth before 
the coldest weather, in which case it is 
called a winter annual. In either case the 
voung plant produces leaves which lie on 
the ground in a circle, or, as it is better 
called, a rosette. In the spring or winter 
one may find numbers of plants in this 
condition. There are some advantages to 
the plant tn thfs habit of growth. In lying 
close io the ground it is better able to 
withstand the cold an@ storms of winter. 


One finds that many plants which pass 
the winter in a green condition, or whieh 
develop very early In the spring, have much 
the same habit of growth as the wild let- 
tuce. Lying so close to the ground may 
to some extent protect it from grazing an!- 
mals. With the rosette arrangement, the 
leaves are well exposed to the light. Many 
plants retain this method of growth 
throughout life. The dandelion, the plan- 
tain and the shepherd's purse are good ex- 
amples. They are the so-called stemless 
plants. At the time of flowering they send 
up the flower stalk, which may be destitute 
of foliage leaves, as in the case of the dan- 
delion and plantain, or may produce o few 
small leaves, as in the case of the shep- 
herd’s purse, They are wrongly called stem- 
less plants, for the stem is not absent, but 
merely much shortened, bearing whorls of 
leaves very close together. During the 
winter and early epring, the wild lettuce 
would be one of the so-called stemiess 
plants. It does not, however, produce its 
flowers earl? in the spring as the true 
‘“‘stemless”’ plants of this region so often 
do, and if it did not send up a leafy stalk, 
it would sovon be croWded out by other 
rank-groWwing wecds which would overtop 
it, and by shaling it, kill ft out, as the tall 
trees kill out, by shading, the underbrush 
in a deep forest. The wild lettuce sends 
up a leafy stalk quite early In the spring. 
On this the leaves are arranged spirally, as 
they are on the very short stem of the win- 
ter or early spring rosette, but are much 
farther apart. The stalk Is very leafy for 
cnliy about two-thirds of its length, the 
last half or third being the much-branched 
flowering porticn 
Anyone who has noticed at all carefully 
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How the base of the wild lettuce is 
twisted. 


the plant growing éverywhere so alhund- 
antly has seen that the leaves are rot 
arranged just the same on all sides of a 
stem. If one looks down on the plait in 
th: early spring he sevs that the leaves 
lying clese to the ground extend equally in 
all directions, forming un almost perfect 
circle. If he iJocKs at almost any leafy 
stalked plant from above he sees that the 
leavég extend About on equal distance in 
all directions. Of course,.there are excep- 
tlons to this In some plants, as common flag 
er itis, where they are arranged in much 
flattened bundles, The stem leaves of the 
wild léttuce do not extend erally in all di- 
rections, but much more to the horth and 
south than to the east and west. If one 
views the viant from thé east or west side 
it appears véry leafy, but if he should stand 
north or souch of it the leaves are not 
nearly 380 conspicuous.

The foliage leaves of plants must have 
sunlight or they are not only useless to tne 
plant, but a real disadvantage. In a for- 
eat the lower branches of a tree die be- 
cause they are so shaded by those above 
that leaves produced on them have no ac- 
cess to the sunlight.

NE of the most common plants on 
| the St. Louis vacant lot is the wth 

» or prickly lettuce (Lactuca scarilo- 
la}. It is a plant of from a few trches 
to six or eveh seven feet high, the ordi- 
nary height béing about four feét. The 
stem is usually straight and branches 
mostly above, uniess it has beén cut back. 
The lewer part of the stalk bears leaves 
from four to six inches long, and which 
are one or two inches wide. The upper 
half or third of the plant is not nearly so 
isafy, and is much branched, the final di- 
visions of the branches bearing not very 
noticeable yellow ‘‘fowers."’ The plant is 
Of a pea green color. It is, for the most 
part, smooth, but on thé stem, especialiv 
the lower part, may be found a few svft 
prickles. The leaves are provided with 
soft prickles around the edge, and also 
have a row on the under side down the 
midrib. This, with the arrow-shaped or 
clasping base of the leaf, are especially 
characteristic. 

Another peculiarity which may, to a cer- 
tain extent, be used in identifying the 
plant, is that the bases of the leaves ate 
fréquently turned or twisted so that the 
blade stands vertically, that is, with one 
pee up and the other down. 

Perhaps the resemblance to cultivated 
hertuce js not clear to those who have not 
scén the cuitivated lettuce in flower, but to 
those who have, the similarity is very ap- 
pirent. One who has tasted cultivated Ict- 
tuce which is beginning to send up ‘he 
flower stalk knows the bitter taste, and 
will notice the same bitterness in touching 
to the tongue a drop of the milky juice from 
the leaf or a stem of the wild lettuce. Of 
course, the name, ‘‘prickly lettuce,’ is 
given to the plant on account of the prickles 
found on the stem and along the edges and 
on the back of the leaves. 

This lettuce is not the only one which 
grows wild in North America. In_ fact, 
there are 14 kinds catalogued as occurring 
north of Mexico, but it is the abundant spe- 


' eles in St. Louis, and thére is no great dan- 


ger of mistaking it for any of the other 
kinds. 

The prickly lettuce has a very interesting 
history. It is nut a native of, this region 
or even of America. Its home is temper- 
ite and southern Europe, Canary Islanis., 
Maderia, Algeria, Abyssinia, and the tem- 
perate regions of eastern Asia. In England 
ard northern WBurope it occurs in waste 
places and along roadsides only cccasional- 
ly, and causes little trouble to the culti- 
vator. It occurs as a weed in nearly ail 
the cuitivated parts of Europe and Asia, 
exceent the colder regions, 

The seeds of the plant are supposed .o 
have been introduced into this country In 
ballast and packing or in some similar 
manner, and so far as can be determined, 
gained a foothold in some Atlantic seaport. 
It seems to have been first seen in Cam- 
lridge, Mass., in 1863. After gaining a foot- 
held there and in some of the larger citics 
of the West, it was carried in al! directions 
hy the railreads. until now this weed whic 
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has been introduced into this country less 
than forty years, is in many places one of 
the most Common and noxious weeds. 

The plant was seen in St. Louls at least 
as early as 1875, and Dr. George Engei- 
mann reported it as being extremely abun- 
dant in 1980. Certain it is that it is here 
in the greatest abundance now and has 
come to stay, for it is a dangerous and per- 


‘gistent weed, and only the concerted co- 


operation and constant watchfulness of all 
the citizens could rid the city of the pest. 
In its habit of growth the plant is either 
an annual or a “winter annual."’ A plant 
which germinatees, completes its growth, 
produces seeds and dies in one year is 
known as an annual. The seed of the wilt 
lettu @ may germinate in the sprifg aud 
the frant complete its development ths 
gam* asn:mer, in which case it is an an- 
nual, or the seed may germinate in the 
fall and make considerable growth before 
the coldest weather, in which case it is 
called a winter annual. In either case the 
voung plant produces leaves which lie on 
the ground in a cirelé¢, or, as it is better 
called, a rosette. In the spring or winter 
one may find numbers of plants in this 
condition. There are some advantages to 
the plant in thfs habit of growth. In lying 
close io the ground it is better able to 
withstand the cold and@ storms of winter. 


One finds that many plants which pass 
the winter in a greén condition, or whieh 
develop very early in the spring. have much 
the same habit of growth as the wild let- 
tuce. Lying so close to the ground may 
to some extent protect it from grazing an!- 
mals. With the rosette arrangement, the 
leaves are well exposed to the light. Many 
plants rétain this method of growth 
throughout life. The dandelion, the plan- 
tain and the shepherd's purse are go6d ex- 
amples. They are the so-called stemless 
plants. At-the time of flowering they send 
up the flower stalk, which may be destitute 
of foliage leaves, as in the case of the dan- 
delion and plantain, or may produce a few 
small leaves, as in the case of the shep- 
herd’s purse. They are wrongly called stem- 
less plants, for the stem is not absent, but 
merely much shortened, bearing whorls of 
leaves very close together. During the 
winter and early epring, the wild lettuce 
would be one of the so-called stemless 
plants. It does not, however, produce its 
flowers earl” in the spring as the true 
‘“stemless’’ plants of this region so often 
do, and if it did not send up a leafy stalk, 
it would soon be crowWded out by other 
rank-growWwing weeds which would overtop 
it, and by shaling it, kill {t out, as the tall 
trees kill out, by shading, the underbrush 
in a deep forest. The wild lettuce sends 
up a leafy stalk quite early in the spring. 
On this the leaves are arranged spirally, as 
they are on the very short stem of the win- 
ter or early svring rosette, but are much 
farther apart. The stalk is verv leafy for 
only about two-thirds of its length, the 
last half or third being the much-branched

Anyone who has noticed at all carefully

OW many wide-awake Americans do- 

H ing the sights of London miss what

Dr. Campbell, its founder, is still at the 
head of the college, though it is now 39 
years since he was ordered abroad from 
his home in A nerica for a three months’ 
holiday. Dr. Campbell's is indeed a little 
body with a mighty heart. When we read 
of the little people, like England's J.ord 
“Bobs” or France's great Napoleon or our 
own little wizard, Edison, we are told of 
the dauntiess spirit, fiaxning in their eves 
and making one quite forget they wére not 
éfoot giants. 

But Dr. Campbell is himself blind, and

understand how these blind péople recéive 
the training that sends them out s6 well 
equipped to do a share of the world’s 
work. 

It is truly marvelous how much, after 
all, blind people may see. Dr. Campbell, 
who has not seen one ray of light since 
he was a child, has visited nearly everv 
famous picture gallery of Europe, always 
of course in the company of someone with 
bright eves who really loves pictures and 
can sec them intelligently. Then the doc- 
tor will discuss the pictures, réad about 
them afterwards listen eagerly to other

friends who will talk of them with him, 
and in this way he knows more of the fa- 
mous paintings of Europe than do many 
tourists blessed with all their senses; whu 
look but do not see. 


Dr Campbell is a tireless mountaineer. 
He is the only*blind man who has ever 
ascended thé Matterhorn. Prof. Tyndall 
met him once jn thé Alps and was fo 
amazed with his exploits he caught his arm 
and exclaimed: 

“Are you really blind or are you a hum- 
bug?"’ 
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ending wonder how that frall bedy sup- 
ports the dauntiess spirit ahd sends him un 
and on to ever-new problems and plan4 
for the betterment of the blind people, not 
only of England, but of the world. The.in- 
fluence ef the Royal Normal College tia felt 
the world over, wherever the. blind are 
trained and helped. 

We ought to be véry proud of the fact 
that America produces the man who his 
demonstrated to thé world that the blind, 
With proper training, can conquer their 
hard fate and fill places of honor and 
of usefulness In this busy work-a-day 
worki of ours. That, after all, is the true 
test of the value of any school or college. 
What is the result of the training re- 
ceived? Last year 89 per cent of the grad- 
uates of the Royal Norma! College were 
earning their owh living, many of them 
supporting aged parents. Their earnings 
for the year (quoting from tine official re- 
port) amounted to $133,000, and that in

The foliage leaves of plante must have 
sunlight or they are not only useless to tne 
plant, but a real disadvantage. In a for- 
eat the lower branches of a tree die pbe- 
cause they are so shaded by those above 
that leaves produced on them have no ac- 
cess to the sunlight. The young e#unflow- 
er turns the top of the stalk with its large 
exposure of leaf: surface to the east to 
catch the rays of the morning sun, and 
then towards the west to get the after- 
noon sun. Too intense sunlight is, how- 
ever, injurious, and plants show many re- 
markablée adaptations to protect themselves 
against injury from this source. 

The advantage of the arrangement of 


leaves which has been adopted by the prick- 
ty lettuce is obvious. With the leaves 
turned on edge, that is, in a. vertical posi- 
tion, they present only thelr edges to the 
range of the noonday sun, while their 
greatest surface is spread out to the less in- 
tense morning and afternoon sunshine. In 
moigt, shady places, where there is no dan- 
ger of injury, the plant does not assume 
the ‘‘flattened’’ or compass form, but the 
leaves are catended regularly In ali direc- 
tions. The wild lettuce is, then, one of the 
compass plants, but only when it grows in 
localities in which it is In danger of being 
injured by allowing its leaves to present 
their greatest surface to the strong sun-

light. In the fall, winter and early spring 
the leaves aré spread out on the ground in 
a rosette. They expose, not their edges, but 
their greatest surface, to the sunlight, but 
at that season of the year it is not strong 
enough to be injurious. As the summer 
comes on the plant sends up a central 
stalk, which may assume a position better 
adapted to the hotter, dryer conditians. The 
leaves of the rosette are no longer of great 
use to the plant, for they are usually much 
shaded, not only by the stalk of the same 
plant, but by plants of the same or other 
kinds, and on plants examined at this time 
of year, they have disappeared entirely, or 
are dead and decaying.
